Commonwealth and for the prisoner, 
the argument was opened by Hon A. 
H. Ward for the defence. Ilis speech 
^ras only about thirty minutes in i 
length but was replete with ability 
and eloquence and was delivered in 
the impressive style which is pecul- 
iar alone to Mr. Ward. 

The argument was closed by Mr. I 
Marshall who in a pointed and elo- ' 
quent speech of about twenty-five min-

After the argument was closed the 
jury retired to their room, and at night 
were put in charge of the Sheriff, 
and were not allowed to seperate, or 
to talk to sny body in reference to the 
case under their consideration, nor 
to suffer any other person to talk 
about it in their presence. The jury 
diliberated upon the case until Friday 
afternoon when they returned into the 
Court room ^nd rendered a verdict of 
“Guilty.” The prisoner was sent back 
to Jail where he remained until Sat- 
urday morning, when he was brought 
before the Judge to receive the sen- 
tence of death. The Judge i ban pro- 
ceeded to the performance of his pain-

J. J. I laden, Chairman of tire 
Committee to try the Dibs Plow, sub- 
mitted lhe Inflowing report which was 
received and t lie Committee discharg- 
ed: 

Tho Committee to examine and re- 
port upon tlie ijr.icLcal uiilily of tho 
\ 'ills ruling and plowing al tachment,” 
after a thorough test m Hie field with 
some three different plow*, fc - pert ful- 
ly submit the lollowing report: 

That they are ofihe opinion that 
it is a labor-saving invention, and that 
the plowing done with lhe “attach- 
ment” was ol a superior character, far 
excelling the work done in (he ordi- 
nary manner. 

That there was no perceptible in- 
crease in the draft of the plow when 
working with the attachment, on the 
contraiv, we think that from the great 
steadiness with which the plow is held, 
the regularity in the depth ol the plow 
ing, the uniformity in t lie width ofihe 
furrow slice, tends to lessen rather 
than increase the draft. 

We believe that any boy who can 
ride and guide a team can do more 
plowing in a day than can be done by 
a man in the ordinary w y, and do it 
better. 

\\ bile we regard the riding part a 
success, we are of the opinion that it 
increases the draft, yet on trial we 
found that two horses did the work, 
one of the Committee weighing 1D0 
pounds riding the plow cutting four 
inches in depth, in a field dear of ob 
strtictions, and lor a man too old or 
from other causes incompetent to fol- 
low the plow, we would regard it as 
invaluable. 

In conclusion, your. Committee 
with great confidence in its practical 
utility cannot commend it too highly 
to the farmers ol the county.
